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PREMIER R KING'S ‘ S “KEY NOTE” 


The “keynote’’ speech of Premier 
King at Brantford was notably differ- 
ent in tone and structure from that de- 
livered by Mr. Bennett at Winnipeg. It 
was characteristically free from bitter- 
ness and small talk, and constitutes a 
serious and straightforward appeal to 
the reason of the electors, based upon 
a full and dispassionate presentation of 
facts, and couched in language which 
nowhere approached discourtesy toward 
those of differing opinions. 

Necessarily the record of the Gov- 
ernment is an outstanding issue in the 
campaign, and the one to which the 
Premier devoted attention chiefly in his 
opening address. To that extent the 
speech was defensive. But to that ex- 
tent only. It was not in the nature of 
an apology, for the record requires no 
apology. On the contrary, this is a 
chronicle of success such as no previous 
government of Canada has been able to 
recite, and such as no government of 
any other country has achieved in the 
period of post-war constmniction. 


FIRST THINGS FIRST 


The mere fact that Canada changed 
2rmments in 1921 did not revolution- 
conditions. But that change brought 
> power a ministry composed of men 
believed that the conditions could 
improved and that public policy 
Id be made an effective instrument 
elping to improve them. 
The start toward improvement was 
made where it had to be made. The 
principle was laid down that the govern- 
ment of the country must stop piling up 
Gebts. Expenditures were cut down, 
new taxes imposed and old taxes in- 
creased. The public responded to the 
call for a united pull to get the country 
out of the hole. Two years later there 
was a surplus of more than $35,000,000. 
There has been a surplus every year 
since. 

In the seven years the public debt 
has been cut down by $273,000,000. All 
the money that has been spent, on pub- 
lic improvements as well as on current 


expenses, has been spent out of current 
revenue. And with the turn of the tide 
taxation has been cut down year by 
year, to an amount representing $115,- 


000,000 per annum. 

In no other country in the world has 
so remarkable a readjustment been 
made of post-war finances. Canada is 
paying its debt at a rate that would 
wipe out the whole burden in forty 
years. And in addition it has com- 
pleted the Hudson Bay Railway and the 
Welland Canal, and carried out a fairly 
extensive program of public improve- 
ments—all paid for as they were made. 


MAKING NEW CONDITIONS 


During the same interval the Gov- 
ernment-owned railways have been 
welded into one system and placed un- 
der a management that knows how to 
manage; with the result that operating 
deficits have been turned into operating 
surplusses. The “white clephants” 
have ceased to be public liabilities and 
have become assets. 

Canadian trade agents have invaded 
every corner of the world seeking mar- 
kets for products ranging from grain to 
manufactured goods. Trade treaties 
have been negotiated under which Ca- 
nada secures favorable tariff treatment 
in countries into which its products 
were formerly admitted only on the 
same basis as those from other 
countries. 

Production has been encouraged by 
handling the tariff so as to reduce the 
cost of implements and machinery re- 
quired in the primary industries and 
keep down the cost of living. Internal 
trade has been quickened by the reduc- 
tion in freight rates. Postage in Canada 
has been restored to the pre-war level, 
and Imperial penny postage estab- 
lished. 

In these and numerous other wavs 
all along the line there has been an eas- 
ing of burdens and a creating of new 
conditions with a view to stimulating 

uction and finding markets for the 
products, and thus opening opportuni- 
wes for the profitable employment of 

tal in Canada and for the making of 

"Gdes by those who must work for 


wages.

EVIDENCE OF LEADERSHIP 

Under this kind of leadership and 
public policy Canada has achieved a 
measure of prosperity greater than 
any one dreamed of nine vears ago, and 
actually greater than it ever enjoyed 
before. It is today, despite the tem- 
porary world depression, the most 
prosperous country in the world. 

There is no exodus from Canada to- 
day. For the excellent reason that there 
is no country where conditions are more 
favorable than they are in_ this 
Dominion. For the same reason there is 
and has for years been a steady trek- 
king back to Canada of Canadians who 
in former years went to make their 
homes in the United States. 

Canada, predominantly an agricul- 
tural country, now stands seventh 
among the manufacturing countries in 
the world. Man for man we export 
more manufactured products than the 
people of any other country, with the 
possible but doubtful exception of Great 
Britain. We are thus building up a con- 
dition of diversified occupation that is 
the best safe-guard against seasonal de- 


pressions and grave unemployment 
periods. 
Obviously any Government under 


which so radical a change had come 
about could fairly claim that it had 
framed its policies along progressive 
lines and with an intelligent regard for 
the circumstances of the time. Certain- 
ly no one who candidly reviews the 


record of the past nine years in Cana- 
da can dispute that the government of 
the day has been a large factor in ex- 
tricating the Dominion from its diffi- 
culties and getting it upon a safe and 
sound basis.

time the company was not short one single share of stock, 
and stands ready to deliver to every client on demand was 
the statement made just before the close of Wednesday 
afternoon's session of the Solloway-Mills trial by L. Masson 
of Toronto, secretary 4reasurer of the organization. 


The witness also stated 


that stocks on hand at the 


end of each month averaged from $9,000,000 to $10,000,000 


in value. 


ALWAYS MORE THAN 
WERE NECESSARY 

“That Was the actual value of stock 
certificates on hand in the security 
gate at the end of each month, and 
we always carried more stock certifi- 
cates than the equity of our clients 
called for,’ he stated. “That is, the 
market value of the certificates actu- 
ally carried by us was more than the 
equity required to protect our clie: ‘s 
according to their markinal equity in 
the stocks.” 

Masson's statement came at the end 
of a reciia! of figures which staggered

But that change brought 
into power a ministry composed of men 
who believed that the conditions could 
be improved and that public policy 
could be made an effective instrument 
in helping to improve them. 

The start toward improvement was 
made where it had to be made. The 
principle was laid down that the govern- 
ment of the country must stop piling up 
debts. Expenditures were cut down, 
new taxes imposed and old taxes in- 
creased. The public responded to the 
call for a united pull to get the country 
out of the hole. Two years later there 
was a surplus of more than $35,000,000. 
There has been a surplus every year 
since. 

In the seven years the public debt 
has been cut down by $273,000,000. All 
the money that has been spent, on pub- 
lic improvements as well as on current 
expenses, has been spent out of current 
revenue. And with the turn of the tide 
taxation has been cut down year by 
year, to an amount representing $118,- 
000,000 per annum. 

In no other country in the world has 
so remarkable a readjustment been 
made of post-war finances. Canada is 
paying its debt at a rate that would 
wipe out the whole burden in forty 
years. And in addition it has com- 

leted the Hudson Bay Railway and the 
Welland Canal, and carried out a fairly 
extensive program of public improve- 
ments—all paid for as they were made. 


MAKING NEW CONDITIONS 


During the same interval the Gov- 
ernment-owned railways have been 
welded into one system and placed un- 
der a management that knows how to 
manage; with the result that operating 
deficits have been turned into operating 
surplusses. The “white elephants” 
have ceased to be public liabilities and 
have become assets. 

Canadian trade agents have invaded 
every corner of the world seeking mar- 
kets for products ranging from grain to 
manufactured goods. Trade treaties 
have been negotiated under which Ca- 
nada secures favorable tariff treatment 
in countries into which its products 
were formerly admitted only on the 
Same basis as those from other 
countries. 

Production has been encouraged by 
handling the tariff so as to reduce the 
cost of implements and machinery re- 
quired in the primary industries and 
meer down the cost of living. Internal 
trade has been quickened by the reduc- 
tion in freight rates. Postage in Canada 
has been restored to the pre-war level, 
and Imperial penny postage estab- 
lished. 

In these and numerous other ways 
all along the line there has been an eas- 
ing of burdens and a creating of new 
conditions with a view to stimulating 
production and finding markets for the 
ucts, and thus opening opportuni-

PREMIER KING'S “KEYNOTE” 


The “keynote” speech of Premier 
King at Brantford was notably differ- 
ent in tone and structure from that de- 


‘livered by Mr. Bennett at Winnipeg. It 


was characteristically free from bitter- 
ness and small talk, and constitutes a 
serious and straightforward appeal to 
the reason of the electors, based upon 
a full and dispassionate presentation of 
facts, and couched in language which 
nowhere approached discourtesy toward 
those of differing opinions. 

Necessarily the record of the Goy- 
ernment is an outstanding issue in the 
campaign, and the one to which the 
Premier devoted attention chiefly in his 
opening address. To that extent the 
speech was defensive. But to that ex- 
tent only. It was not in the nature of 
an apology, for the record requires no 
apology. On the contrary, this is a 
chronicle of success such as no previous 
government of Canada has been able to 
recite, and such as no government of 
any other country has achieved in the 
period of post-war construction. 


FIRST THINGS FIRST 


The mere fact that Canada changed 
governments in 1921 did not revolution- 
‘ze conditions. But that change brought 
into power a ministry composed of men 
who believed that the conditions could 
be improved and that public policy 
could be made an effective instrument 
‘in helping to improve them. 

The start toward improvement was 
made where it had to be made. The 
principle was laid down that the govern- 
ment of the country must stop piling up 
debts. Expenditures were cut down, 
new taxes imposed and old taxes in- 
creased. The public responded to the 
call for a united pull to get the country 
out of the hole. Two years later there 
was a surplus of more than $35,000,000. 
There has been a surplus every year 
since. 

In the seven years the public debt 
has been cut down by $273,000,000. All 
the money that has been spent, on pub- 
lic improvements as well as on current 
expenses, has been spent out of current 
revenue. And with the turn of the tide 
taxation has beer cut down year by 
year, to an amount representing $118,- 
000,000 per annum. 

In no other country in the world has 
so remarkable a readjustment been 
made of post-war finances. Canada is 
paying its debt at a rate that would 
wipe out the whole burden in forty 
years. And in addition it has com- 

leted the Hudson Bay Railway and the 
Velland Canal, and carried out a fairly 
extensive program of public improve- 
ments—all paid for as they were made. 


MAKING NEW CONDITIONS 


During the same interval the Goy- 
ernment-owned railways have been 
welded into one system and placed un- 
der a management that knows how to 
manage; with the result that operating 
deficits have been turned into operating 
surplusses. The “white clephants” 
have ceased to be public liabilities and 
have become assets. 

Canadian trade agents have invaded 
every corner of the world seeking mar- 
kets for products ranging from grain to 
manufactured goods. Trade treaties 
have been negotiated under which Ca- 
nada secures favorable tariff treatment 
in countries into which its products 
were formerly admitted only on the 
same basis as those from other 
countries 

Production has been encouraged by 
handling the tariff so as to reduce the 
cost of implements and machinery re 
quired in the primary industries and 
keep down the cost of living. Internal 
trade has heen quickened by the reduc- 
tion in freight rates. Postage in Canada 
has been restored to the pre-war level, 
and Imperial penny postage estab- 
lished. 

In these and numerous other ways 
all along the line there has been an eas- 
ing of burdens and a creating of new 
conditions with a view to stimulating 
production and finding markets for the

tal in Canada and for the making of 
a living by those who must work for 


wages.

EVIDENCE OF LEADERSHIP 

Under this kind of leadership and 
public policy Canada has achieved a 
measure of prosperity greater than 
any one dreamed of nine years ago, and 


actually greater than it ever enjoyed 
before. It is today, despite the tem- 
porary world depression, the most 


prosperous country in the world. 

There is no exodus from Canada to- 
day. For the excellent reason that there 
is no country where conditions are more 
favorable than they are in this 
Dominion. For the same reason there is 
and ‘has for years been a steady trek- 
king back to Canada of Canadians who 
in former years went to make their 
homes in the United States. 

Canada, predominantly an agricul- 
tural country, now stands seventh 
among the manufacturing countries in 
the world. Man for man we export 
more manufactured products than the 
people of any other country, with the 
possible but doubtful exception of Great 
Britain. We are this building up a con- 
dition of diversified occupation that is 
the best safe-guard against seasonal de- 


pressions and grave unemployment 
periods. 
Obviously any Government under 


which so radical a change had come 
about could fairly claim that it had 
framed its policies along progressive 
lines and with an intelligent regard for 
the circumstances of the time. Certain- 
ly no one who candidly reviews the 
record of the past nine years in Cana- 
da can dispute that the government of 
the day has been a large factor in ex- 
tricating the Dominion from its diffi- 
culties and getting it upon a safe and 
sound basis.

MUSCLE TRAINING FOR HEALTH AND BEAUTY 
We have a natural appreciation of beauty which causes us to admire 


a wel] formed man or woman. 


In looking at a person we only see the cut- 


side, but if we could see under the skin we would find out that the best

not enough muscle, or if there is too much fat, the 
figure appears disproportioned.

Recently, within a few miles of 
where I am writing this article, a 
dancing marathon took place. The 
dancers had been dancing for fifty 
days and nights, resting o fifteen 
minutes every hour. In th long 
drain on endurance it would seem 
that the participants would become 
very thin and emaciated. Instead, 
they made a surprising gain of from 
ten to twenty-four pounds, due to 
muscular development as a result 
of the strenuous activity. 
advocate these long drawn out danc- 
ing marathons, but the point I am 
making is that one of the best ways 
to round out the figure is to fill out 
the hollows with muscles, Oddly 
enough. the right kind of exercises 
will also keep one from becoming 
too fat because the blood circulates 
so much better when one exercises 
regularly that it tends to remove fat- 
ty deposits in any one spot. 

Even for men I do not advocate 
the development of bulging muscles. 
It is good to have moderately sized 
muscles which are built for endur- 
ance. This is especially true for 
those seeking health. Bulging mus- 
cles are of little practical use with- 
out the stamina for continued ef- 
fort. If you are to live a long time 
and be in good health, you should 
try to build up your endurance £0 
that you have a reserve vitality. The 
best way to do this ts by careful 
regular exercises. The muscles which 
are most important for building up 
the endurance and getting rid of 
the tired feeling are those of the 
abdomen and lower back. For any 
continued effort you must keep

Inevitably the first and the 
bulkiest part cf the program ifs pre- 
ventive. We are dismayed by the 
presence of defectives and those of 
low mentality and still lower mor- 
ality, We are even more concerned 
with the alarming increase of 
mental irresponsibility pursuant to 
shipwreck on the many rocks and 
reefs that beset the course of our 
latter-day lives: and we are still 
more sympathetically disturbed by 
the still larger numbers of the 
partially or temporarily incapaci- 
tated, whose dangers we, who re- 
main mentally fit, have at times 
shared, or may have barely escaped, 
or have by good fortune recovered 
from 

Sad but true that we are mental- 
hygiene conscious because we are 50 
impressed with the prevalence of 
minds that fail, even if they find 
the road to a whole or a maimed 
recovery. But the constructive part 
of the program is the more im- 
portant and the more hopeful. 

Mental hygiene has come of age; 
it is ready to accept new responsi- 
bilities. It has made the public un- 
derstand the need of happy child- 
hold, the pitfalls of the parent-child 
relation, the supremacy of goels. 
Mental health has been put on the 
map of life. The more enlightened 
men, women and children in all en- 
lightened countries are thinking of 


their problems with a newer in- 
sight. The millenium is not at 
hand, nor have misery and folly 


been abolished. But we al! have the 
knowledge to live better, if we can 
convert {t into the wisdom that 


coins precept into practice.

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PREMIER KING'S “KEYNOTE” 

The ‘‘keynote” speech of Premier 
King at Brantford was notably differ- 
ent in tone and structure from that de- 
livered by Mr, Bennett at Winnipeg. It 
was characteristically free from bitter- 
ness and small talk, and constitutes a 
serious and straightforward appeal to 
the reason of the electors, based upon 
a full and dispassionate presentation of 
facts, and couched in language which 
nowhere approached discourtesy toward 
those of differing opinions. 

Necessarily the record of the Gov- 
ernment is an outstanding issue in the 
campaign, and the one to which the 
Premier devoted attention chiefly in his 
opening address. To that extent the 
speech was defensive. But to that ex- 
tent only. It was not in the nature of 
an apology, for the record requires no 
apology. On the contrary, this is a 
chronicle of success such as no previous 
government of Canada has been able to 
recite, and such as no government of 
any other country has achieved in the 
period of post-war construction. 


FIRST THINGS FIRST 


The mere fact that Canada changed 
governments in 1921 did not revolution- 
ze conditions. But that change brought 
into power a ministry composed of men 
who believed that the conditions could 
be improved and that public policy 
could be made an effective instrument 
in helping to improve them. 

The start toward improvement was 
made where it had to be made. The 
principle was laid down that the govern- 
ment of the country must stop piling up 
debts. Expenditures were cut down, 
new taxes imposed and old taxes in- 
creased. The public responded to the 
call for a united pull to get the country 
out of the hole. Two years later there 
was a surplus of more than $35,000,000. 
There has been a surplus every year 
since. 

In the seven years the public debt 
has been cut down by $273,000,000. All 
the money that has been spent, on pub- 
lic improvements as well as on current 
expenses, has been spent out of current 
revenue. And with the turn of the tide 
taxation has been cut down year by 
year, to an amount representing $118,- 
000,000 per annum. 

In no other country in the world has 
so remarkable a readjustment been 
made of post-war finances. Canada is 
paying its debt at a rate that would 
wipe out the whole burden in forty 
years. And in addition it has com- 

leted the Hudson Bay Railway and the 
Jelland Canal, and carried out a fairly 
extensive program of public improve- 
ments—all paid for as they were made. 


MAKENG NEW CONDITIONS 


During the same interval the Gov- 
ernment-owned railways have been 
welded into one system and placed un- 
der a management that knows how to 
mgnage; with the result that operating 
deficits have been turned into operating 
surplusses. The “white elephants” 
have ceased to be public liabilities and 
have become assets. 

Canadian trade agents have invaded 
every corner of the world seeking mar- 
kets for products ranging from grain to 
manufactured goods. Trade treaties 
have been negotiated under which Ca- 
nada secures favorable tariff treatment 
in countries into which its products 
were formerly admitted only on the 
same basia as those from other 
countries. 

Production has been encouraged by 
handling the tariff so as to reduce the 
cost of implements and machinery re- 
quired in the primary industries and 
keep down the cost of living. Internal 

has been quickened by the reduc- 
tion in freight rates. Postage in Canada 
has been restored to the pre-war level, 
and Imperial penny postage estab- 
lished.

EVIDENCE OF LEADERSHIP 

Under this kind of leadership and 
public policy Canada has achieved a 
measure of prosperity greater than 
any one dreamed of nine years ago, and 
actually greater than it ever enjoyed 
before. It is today, despite the tem- 
porary world depression, the most 
prosperous country in the world. 

There is no exodus from Canada to- 
day. For the excellent reason that there 
is no country where conditions are more 
favorable than they are in_ this 
Dominion. For the same reason there is 
and has for years been a steady trek- 
king back to Canada of Canadians who 
in former years went to make their 
homes in the United States. 

Canada, predominantly an agricul- 
tural country, now stands seventh 
among the manufacturing countries in 
the world. Man for man we export 
more manufactured products than the 
people of any other country, with the 
possible but doubtful exception of Great 
Britain. We are thus building up a con- 
dition of diversified occupation that is 
the best safe-cuard against seasonal de- 


pressions and grave unemployment 
periods. 
Obviously any Government under 


which so radical a change had come 
about could fairly claim that it had 
framed its policies along progressive 
lines and with an intelligent regard for 
the circumstances of the time. Certain- 
ly no one who candidly reviews the 


record of the past nine years in Cana- 
da can dispute that the government of 
the day has been a large factor in ex- 
tricating the Dominion from its diffi- 
culties and getting it upon a safe and 
sound basis.

In small scale wars man-power

The world war squandered min- 
eral resources at a staggeringly ra- 
pid rate, but those who are at all 
conversant 
tions of the major powers toda 
know that a next war would out 
strip the last war in scale far be- 
yond the extent to which the last 
War outstripped former wars 

The fact is that we are rapidly 
approaching the time when no sin- 
gle nation, however great, will have 
free and secure access to sufficient 
mineral resources to wage the sort 
of war the next war would inevit- 
ably be 

I doubt, for instance, that today 
any single nation among the major 
owers has free and assured ac- 
cess to enough manganese to insure 
the production of enough steel to 
carry out the ambitious plans of its 
war college for a next war. 

We used to think that the in- 
creasing horror of modern war 
would lead men and nations to re- 
nounce war and erect guaranties 
&gainst its oulbreak, but most of us 
doubt this now. 

My guess is that the increasing 
impossibility of modern war from 
the resource angle will prove a 
greater deterrent.

| preme business of living. 

Inevitably the first and the 
bulkiest part of the program is pre- 
| ventive. We are dismayed by the 
| presence of defectives and those of 
| low mentality and still lower mor- 
| ality. We are even more concerned 
with the alarming increase of 
mental irresponsibility pursuant to 
shipwreck on the many rocks and 
reefs that beset the course of our 
latter-day lives; and we ere still 
more sympathetically disturbed by 
the still larger numbers of the 
partially or temporarily incapaci- 
| tated, whose dangers we, who re- 

main mentally fit, have at times 

shared, or may have barely escaped, 
or have by good fortune recovered 
from. 

Sad but true that we are mental- 
hygiene conscious because we are so 
impressed with the prevalence of 
minds that fail, even if they find 
the road to a whole or a maimed 
recovery. But the constructive part 
of the program is the more im- 
portant and the more hopeful. 

Mental hygiene has come of age; 
it is ready to accept new responsi- 
bilities, It has made the public un- 
derstand the need of happy child- 
hold, the pitfalls of the parent-child 
relation, the supremacy of goels. 
Mental health has been put on the 
map of life. The more enlightened 
men, women and children tn all en- 
lightened countries are thinking of 


their problems with a newer in-

En- 
amelware has taken the place of 
the old gray agateware and is 
the medium through which col- 
or has come into the kitchen 
This ware should be triple-coat- 
ed because the black steel base 
will show through if too thinly 
coated. If tinware ts thin and 
flimsily constructed, it is prac- 
tically useless; but good tinware 
is entirely practical and service- 
able. 

Because of the popularity of 
aluminum, manufacturers of all 
types are turning out kitchen 
utensils in this ware: it is, there- 
fore, well to inspect for thick- 
ness of metal, flatness of bot- 
toms, and insulation and con- 
struction of handles before mak- 
ing a selection.

In removing the ingredients one 
must have an absolutely clean brush 
with fairly long, stiff br’ tles. Take 
just a small section of hair at a time 
and, beginning at the sealp, brush up 
and out to the very ends of the hair. 
This will brush the mixture through 
the hair taking every bit of dirt and 
oil along with it. If all of the mixture 
is removed the hair will be left clean 
and it will have a lovely sheen. Both 
the cornmeal and the orris root ab- 
sorbes the oil and the orris root also 
acts a8 a very good tonie for the hair. 

Those With auburn hair will find 
that adding just a little powdered 
cinnamon to the cornmeal and orris 
root prevents that white, flaky look 
on this type of hair and also leaves 
a pleasant odor.

Well, to begin with, too often it lacks permanency, It is on wheels, literally 
and figuratively. Children are born in hospitals, They are reared on the

from undertaking establishments and the 
only permanent residence they ever have is 
their graves, 


Now, nobody can have any sonti- 
mental feelings toward the baby ward 
in a hospital, Nobody can have any 
deep and abiding love for a place that 
he didn’t live in long enough to even 
learn its address, Nobody nowdays 
sings “There is no place like home,” be- 
cause most of us have lived in 47 dif- 
ferent homes that were as alike as 
in a pod or bungalows in a new subdi- 
vision. Home infinence has become 
negligible because it is a plant ef slow 
growth and not a Jack's beanstatk that 
springs up in a single night. And we 
don't even give it a chance to take root 
before we pull it up and transplant it 
somewhere else, 

To get the real home feeling you must 
own your own home and help bulld it un- 
til its very soll and every nail in it has 
become a part of you. You must have lived in the same house tntil every 
room is a record of birth and death, of feasting and merrymaking, of teats 
and sorrow. You must have lived in it until you have only to shut your eyes 
to see ae gy | processions and funerals going down the atatra. ou must 
have lived in it unttl you have only to listen to hear the patter of little feet 
across the floor and the dragging steps of age. 

You must have lived In it until every stick of furniture is a memory, 
tn order to make it a home that will always be to you the holiest spot 
on earth and that will drag you back to it across half the world, 

Another thing that is the matter with modern homes ts that they are 
too little. Too cramped. There isn't enough elbow room in them to keep

a family ftom digging each other in the short ribs of their individual 'diosyn- | 


crasies and thereby starting fights. Architectiire has more to do with mor- 
ality than we think, and if I were starting out to reform the world I would 
begin by smashing all of the littie two-by-four kitchenette abominations in 
which human beings are banded together and I would give every man, wo- 
man and child an individual room with honest-to-God furniture in it that 
was what it purported to be and not a bed that was masquerading as a flower 
stand or a console that unfolded into a chair 
Why, most of the present-day evila aré the direct resnit of little, 
eramped-up homes. Why are there more old maids than there used to 
be? Why are there so many girls sitting out in parked automobiles of 
nights? Simply because in the modern home there is no place where 
young people can do their courting. Mother and father and little bre- 
ther and sister and grandma and grandpa and Uncle James and Aunt 
Sally are all camped in the living-room, and if Gladys Mand’s date has 
> fe ged to say to het of a private nature they have to leave home to 
say it. 

It cramps any young chap’s style to try to make love with the whole 
family listening in, and none but a hero would attempt it. 
there are fewer marringes than there were {n the days when every girl had a 
parlor with a good soundproof door that she could shut and behind which 
Adolphus Gustavus could pop the question. And it is why mothers lie awake 
at night wondering why their daughters don’t come home 

And why are there so many hoodlum boys and girls? Because there 
wasn't room enough for them in the home to play games and te make 
things and to have their little individual collection of junk. There was 
no place where they could go off by themselves and make all the noise 
they wanted to. They were perpetually under foot and troublesome and 
annoying and so they were pushed out on the street to play and te ac- 
quire the knowledge of the streets and the manners and mofais and 
ideals of the street. 

And why are there so many more divorces than there used to be? Largely 
because the average young married couple go to live in an apartment or bun- 


galow so little that they have only enough room in it to change thelr minds | 


| about wanting to be married to each other. If you would put a female saint 

and a he-angel into a couple of tiny rooms where they bump against each 
other every time they move and where there ts no privacy and no space to 
put thelr individual belongings, they would fight like a cat and a dog within 
three months, Even the best beloved get on our nerves if we are brought in 
too close contact with them, 


Another thing that is the matter with the modern home is that 
there is not enough home cooking in it. You can’t build a real home 
on & foundation of paper bags and tin cans. Nobody can picture a happy 
family gathering around an evening meal that has come from the deli- 
catessen store. Mighty little love survives dyspepsia. The homes that 
husbands and children like to come back to are those presided over by a 
woman who spends more time in the kitchen than she does at a bridge 
table or a matinee and whose family always see her as a divinity of the 
pots and pans surrounded by the savory incense of good cooking, 

Finally, what's the matter with the modern home is that men and wo- 
men don't put their hearts and their backs into it. They don't realize that 
making a home is the biggest and most important job that two people ever 
tackle and that it takes patience, it takes Intelligence, it takes grit, it takes 
salesmanship to get away with it. 


They think that business is more important. That society and elubs 
are more important. That you go away from home to find happiness 
instead of making it at your own fireside. They think that home is a 
place where you can wear your sloppy clothes and drop your good man- 
ners and be as disagreeable as you please, and so they make their homes 
a place of turmoil instead of a place of peace and rest.
